STORAGE BATTERY 
MAKERS AWAITING 
U.S. COURT RULING 


Universal Finally Has 
Matter Brought to 
Highest Tribunal

ASHINGTON, Oct. 17. 

—Upon the forthcoming 
decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in its review 
of the United States Court of 
Claims’ ruling that storage 
batteries were subject to the

After numerous attempts by 
counsel for a large number of bat- 
tery manufacwurers for a review 
of the Court of Claims’ ruling, at- 
torneys for the Universal Battery 
Company at last have succeeded in 
persuading the nation’s highest 
tribunal to delve into the entire 
matter and hand down a final de- 
cision clarifying the law as inter- 
preted by the Internal Revenue 
sureau. 

The appeal of the Universal 
terests, if successful, would react in 
the appeals court being forced to 
issue Judgments against the govern- 
ment to all litigants for refunds of 
excise taxes paid on batteries and 
other accessories, not classified as 
taxable as parts of automobiles, as 
far back as iy19 

In its appeal to the higher court, 
the Universal Battery Company, 
through counsel, George M. Morris 
of the law firm of Kix, Miller, Baar 
& Morris of this city, contends its 
batteries were made and sold long 
before the advent of the automobile 
for use in innumerable mechanical 
devices requiring a steady flow of 
electric current 

By selling through 
tributors, jobbers, radio dealers, 
garage men and accessory dealers 
the company argues that it had no 
knowledge of what specific use 
being made of its product.

This bank bulletin says in part: 

“Industrial activity as a whole continues to make 
a more favorable showing than distribution, either at 
wholesale or retail. Although this statement must be 
made with full recognition of the incomplete and some- 
times unreliable character of the available data, it seems 
to be warranted by comparisons with past records. This 
is a situation that has commonly been regarded as un- 
favorable in its bearing on the outlook for business, since 
it is taken to indicate that goods are being produced in 
response to a demand that is partly speculative and is 
accompanied by a gradual accumulation of commodities 
in dealers’ hands. 

“Something of the kind may be taking place in cer- 
tain directions at present. Such a conclusion is sug- 
gested by the sharp decline in unfilled orders for steel, 
the increase in dealers’ stocks of automobiles, the market 
situation in certain branches of the textile and building- 
material industries, and similar conditions here and 
there in other parts of the business structure. While 
the heavy industries have been making a series of new 
high records, the general level of trade, as measured by 
such standards as railway freight loadings, bank debits, 
department store sales, and the like, has followed ap- 
proximately a normal course. Under such conditions, 
it would not be surprising to find that inventories in 
general were somewhat larger than a year ago. 

“If such a condition exists, however, it is not re- 
flected in the usual ways. The level of commodity prices 
shows not the slightest trace of inflation; the transpor- 
tation situation is excellent; there is no shortage of 
labor in most industries, and no conclusive evidence 
exists that stocks of goods in general are greatly above 
normal in relation to output and demand. Moreover, 
the general attitude of business men as to the probable 
course of trade in the next few months is unquestion- 
ably optimistic.” 

A Motorless City 

W* have often pondered the question: “What would

There is scarcely an article of food, clothing, or any other 

item of necessity or luxury that does not make all or part 

of its journey to the consumer by motor transportation. 

A large percentage of the workers that keep our industries 

operating get to and from their places of business wholly or 

in part by means of motor transport. Any sudden inter- 


ruption of this major transportation medium would cause 
a violent upheaval.

As this is written there is some possibility that the! 


biggest city in the land may actually experience the elimina- 
tion of its motor transportation. For a week the drivers 
of gasoline trucks have been on strike. Operators of motor 
vehicles in New York are getting their fuel on a hand-to- 
mouth basis. Whatever gasoline is being distributed in the 
city is being moved under police guard. The threat has 
been made that if the strike is not settled within a few 
days, 5,000 filling station employees and 15,000 garage 
workers will go out in sympathy with the drivers. If this 
occurs the motor fuel distribution gn New York city and 
the surrounding territory may be seriously interrupted and 
possibly even eliminated. 

Perish the thought that so serious a situation should 
ever arise, but if it does we shall have one of the most 
interesting object lessons possible in just what motor 
transport means in the life of modern America.
